and within said limits, shall have, possess and en-
joy all the rights, privileges and protection it now 
has and enjoys within the limits of said city, in-
cluding the use of all public streets and highways;

for that purpose without the consent of the board 
of supervisors of the town, or the corporate au-
thorities of the village in which such streets may 
be situated.
